| appropriated for the benefit of the poor, for public 
purposes, &c. The temple at Nauvoo was built by 
the tithing of the peaple After the death of Jo- 
seph and Hyrum Smith, the Twelve came into 
power, and they formed the council that were to up- 
ply this tiihing, or to create a bishop to apply it 
William Smith was, at that time, nominally one of 
the Twelve, and he claimed that it was his right to 
have one-twelfth part of the tithing set off to him, to
